GRAVE DISORDERS IN ITALY. 

CHIASSO, Switzerland, Sept. 27.—Today’s 
advices from Rome say the anti-militarist 
@emonstrations have assumed a grave char- 
ecter in the provinces of Ravenn& and Forli, 
Italy, where the Socialist and Republican 
elements predominate. 

A mob, after stopping the trains which 
were transporting troops being moved in 
connection with threatened trouble with 
Turkey over Tripoli, stoned the cavairy. The 
rioters used street cars to form barricades in 
the streets. 

At Vigevano, province of Pavia, the mani- 
festants paraded, led by a woman and sing- 
ing anarchistic fongs.

At Milan and Florence there were insignifi- 
cant disorders in the streets. The stone 
throwers were dispersed by police and sol- 
diers. About 1,000 arrests have been made 
throughout Italy.

BERNE, Switzerland, Sept. 27.—The gen- 
eral assembly of the international peace bu- 
reau closed its sessions tonight with the adop- 
tion of a resolution exhorting the people and 
government of Italy to resist bellicose in- 
eitement and cover themselves with glory by 
confiding the settlement of their differences 
with Turkey to arbitration or the interna- 
tional conference.” 


TURKISH ENVOY TO U. S. TALES. 

Bellport, N. T., Sept. 27.—The recent de- 
parture of the United States scout cruiser 
Chester from Boston for Tripoli occasioned 
a conference a few days ago between the 
Turkish ambassador, Zia Pasha, and Hunt- 
ington Wilson, the assistant secretary of 
state. The latter assured the envo the 
visit was not related to the pending Turro- 
Italian crisis, but to the determination of 
the American government to furnish a pro- 
tecting influence to such Americans as were 
in Tripoli. 

Referring to the Turco-Italian crisis the 
ambassador revealed what he says is a 
hitherto unpublished chapter in the genesis 
of the Tripoli question. When the repre- 
sentatives of the powers at Berlin in 1878 
made the treaty ending the Russo-Turkish 
war it was secretly agreed, he said, that 
Italy would be permitted to exercise a 
“pacific penetration of Tripoli,’’ somewhat 
after the/lines of the pacific penetration later 
proposed for Morocco by M. Delcasse, the 
French minister of foreign affairs. This was 
he origin, the ambassador declared, of 
Italy's alleged rights over Tripoll. 


American Turkish Leader, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—Should there 
be hostilities between Turkey and Italy, it 
might fall to the lot of an American to com- 
mand some of the operations of the Turkish 
navy.

OF ROCKEFELLER 


Porter in St. Louis Store 
Urged Him to Enter the 
Refining Business. 


CAPITAL AT FIRST $1,000. 


Flagler Came to Reseue When 
More Money Was Needed 
A by Partners. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 27.—[Special.}—John 
D. Rockefeller owes all of his fortune to the 
stories which were told.to him by a porter 
in a St. Louis store. This porter was Samuel 
Andrews. It was at the urging of Andrews 
that Rockefeller engaged in the oil refining 
business, investing $1,000, the whole of his 
fortune. 

This story was made public today follow” 
in the public announcement of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler yesterday of his thankfulness that he was 
allowed to get his first job—it was the an“ 
one in which he ever acted as an employé— 
fifty-six years ago. 


First Job Humble One. 

The position which the youthful Rockefeller 
filled when he first started his financial 
career was a humble one. He was book- 
keeper in the establishment of Hewitt & 
Tuttle, then one of the leading concerns on 
the water front. Mr. Rockefeller did not tell 
the wages he got when he started, but sald 
that, after a year of work, he was ralsod te 
$25 a month. 

It did not take Rockefeller long to tearr 
he could not make or save much money 
working for others. In order to get a chance 
he went to St. Louis. There. in 1858, with 
$500 he had saved, he engaged in thecommir» 
sion business with M. R. Clark, an Tnglish- 
man, forming the firm of Clark & ,tockefel- 
ler. At the age of 30 he had accumlated 


$1,000, 


Starts in Refining Trade. 

It was then he met Andrews the porter, 
became interested in his stories, and 
eventually in the oll refining business on the 
Mississipi river, above St. Louis, under the 
firm name of Andrews, Clark & Co. 

Mr. Rockefeller recalled the sale of his 
interest in the commission business to his 
partner, Mr. Clark; of how he went out 
with a carpet bag to get the money to 
operate the small refinery of the company 
when the partners found themselves unable 
to furnish the money. He told how he went 
back with $60,000 and a new partner, Henry 
M. Flagler, and of the building of a great 
refinery at Cleveland and the establishing of 
an eastern branch in New York City under 
the supervision of Mr. Flagler. 


ROCKEFELLER A SECRET VISITOR. 

John D. Rockefeller, it is reported; came to 
Chicago incognito the other day. He came 
to see his daughter, Mrs. Harold F. Me-

H.-J. Brinkley Freed as Forger 
by Error in Indictment. 


REARRESTED BY U. S. AGENTS 


Accused of Caching Worthless Orders 
in Many Cities. 


Because there was a discrepancy of one 
day between the date set forth in the indict- 
ment and the time as testified to by the com- 
plainan in the case, H J. Brinkley yesterday 
was acquitted after a trial before Judge Ker- 
stem on. àa charge ot passing a worthless 
check on the Blackstone hotel. The court 
took the case from the jury, discharging the 
defendant. 

Brinkley’s lease of freedom, however, was 
short. Ten minutes later, as he left the 
courthouse, he was rearrested by government 
secret service agents. He is accused of rob- 
bing two postoffice substations of money 
order blanks and of cashing a dozen or more, 
which he filled in for $50 each, it is said. He 
was taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Mark A. Foote, who held Brinkley in 
bonds of $10,000 for a hearing on Oct. . 

Brinkley, who also is known as James A. 
Backus and Brick Taylor, is said to have 
victimized hotels in all parts of the United 
States. His scheme, Detective Luke Wheel- 
er of the Blackstone says, is to address let- 


ters to himself, inclosing a check. On ar- 


rival at the hotel which he has chosen as a 
“mark,” he registers and asks if there is 


any mai) for him. 


Dispels Suspicion of Clerk. 

“He knows there is a letter waiting for 
him,” said Wheeler, because he has written 
to himself. Care is taken to open the letter 
in the hotel clerk’s presence and the check 
ts allowed to drop on the desk. 

„That little game caught the Blackstone 
last June for $78. I understand that Brink- 
ley is wanted all over the country by hotel- 

ers whom he victimised.“ 
sy the cashier of the Blackstone had 
testified that Brinkley passed the worthless 
check on him June 7, instead of June 6 as 
the indictment charged, the defendant proved 
by witnesses that he was in Detroit June 7. 
Judge Kersteg took the case from the jury, 
the prosecution being aware that Brinkley 
was to be rearrested by government officers. 
Dozens of Orders Cashed. 

The postoffice inspectors believe Brinkley 
is the man responsible for the theft on May 
19 of fifty-one postal money order blanks 
and a stamping machine from a substation 
in Oak Park. 

Since the robbery dozens of the bianks have 
been returned from different cities in the 
east where they have been paid. Most of 
them had been filled out for $50, signed, and 
stamped with the Oak Park stamp. Two had 
been cashed in Atlantic City, several in New 
York, one in Detroit. 

The robber is supposed to have confeder- 
ates who took no chances. The orders were 
always cashed after the money order offices 
had been closed for the day, going, usually, 
to a hotel, a saloon, or a store. A number 
of the orders were cashed in July, when 
Brinkley was held in the Cook county jailon 
the charge preferred by the Blackstone 

otel. 

N Brinkley also is accused of robbing a post- 
office substation at 8482 West North avenue 
of twelve money order blanks, two of which 
were made out for $50 each, and passed.

The speaker said the sanitary district trus- 
tees had spent millions,of the people's money 
for starting an electrié lighting scheme, in- 
stead of spending it to remove water pollu- 
tion sources. He asserted there might be 
some such an attempt made to use the $20,- 
000,000 deep waterway funds for power 
plants, instead of digging ditches. 

Former State Senator Charles Cruikshank 
made a speech along the same lines.. He 
fears the state administration forces will get 
the $20,000,000 and use it in the primary in 


the spring. 
“Senator Lortmer will be at the conven- 


tion to prevent the overriding of the people's 
desires in the waterway plans,“ said Frank 
when he arose to speak, “and we owe it to 
him to back him up in the matter. We should 
unite in support of the senator for the way 
in which he responded to our call in helping 
us in the organization of this league.” 


Urges Full Representation. 

Frederick Lundin, chairman of the organ- 
ization forces, who presided at the meeting 
said:

Republican Opinion Differs 
Widely in Effect of the 
President’s Visit. 


| La Follette candidacy as u forlorn hope. 


earnestly urge the selection of the Wis- 
consip senator as the candidate most availa~ 
bie for defeating the Democrats next year. 
According to these progressives the Repub- 
licans are in grave danger of losing Kansas. 
They say Woodrow Wilson easily could carry 
the state against Taft because most of the 
progressives would vote for him. They be- 
eve sven Harmon or Champ Clark would 
come close to capturing the state if Taft 
Were th» opponent. But La Follette, they 
contend, would hold progressive Kansas 
against any candidate the Democrats could 


put up. 
Disputed by Regulars. 

The regular Republicans assert insurgency 
is largely local and that not enough Repub- 
licans could be induced to desert Taft to en- 
danger the national ticket in the state. At 
the same time intimations from standpat 
leaders that the old line Republicans would 
not vote for La Follette are not iacking, 
although all the regulars interviewed today 
were scrupulous to say they would support 
the nominee whoever he might be. 

Certain it is, however, that the progressive 

movement is strong and steadily growing in 
Kansas. Its foremost leader is Senator 
Bristow, who kas a majority of the state's 
congressional delegation assisting him in the 
fight on the old guard.“ He was here yes- 
terday and was prominent in the cordial 
reception given the president, but he is un- 
alterably opposed to the Taft policies and all 
of the influence exerted by himself and his 
friends is in the direction of promoting anti- 
Taft sentiment and booking La Follette for 
the presidency. 
Gov. Stubbs and his following also are 
rampant progressives, and, while the gov- 
ernor has not openly opposed the presi- 
dent as yet, he has given indications that 
he is not in accord with many of the Taft 
ideas of government. 

Gives Typical Kansas Welcome. 

It was because of the widespread insurgen- 
cy in Kansas that the governor everywhere 
sought to have the progressives give the 
president a specially rousing reception. He 
was successful, for nowhere has Mr. Taft 
been more Hospitably received without re- 
gard to political differences of opinion. At 
the state fais grounds yesterday the govern- 
or led the 20,000 people present in doing some 
typical Kansas cheering for the president. 

It was during the visit of the president, 
however, that the populace showed it dislike 
of any disparagement of it» progressive lead- 
ers. Secretary of the Interior Fisher said 
he was a practical and not a talking 
progressive. That was a shot which did not 
take well with the crowd, according to sev- 
eral narrators of the incident. Mr. Bristow 
came forward with an emphatic retort to 
Fisher and was tumultuously applauded. 


Stubbs Out for Curtis’ Place. 
Mr. Stubbs is a candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed Senator Curtis, 
around whom the entire reactionary element 
of Kansas Republicans is gathering in prep- 
aration for a desperate struggle. One stand- 
pat leader said today he thought whichever 
side loses this contest will bolt the ticket and 
help send a Democrat to the senate. 

The Democrats entertain growing hopes 
of carrying Kansas. Wilson is generally fa- 
vored as the candidate, although Clark and 
Folk each has a strong following. 

One thing in the president's favor in this 
vicinity is that this is the district represented 
in congress by the late E. H. Madison, a 
progressive Republican leader but a warm 
friend of Mr. Taft. Mr. Madison was regular 
on the Payne-Aldrich bill, but he fought the 
Aldrich and Cannon band ot reactionaries 
consistently. 


GLARE OR COLOR IN LIGHTS 
MAKES PEOPLE CRAZY OR UGLY. 


Prof. J. R. Cravath, Authority on N- 
lumination, Says Lamps Should Be 
Screened—Strain Depletes Nerves. 


“Glare in lighting is a relic Of the past. 
It is as grating to the artistic senses as the 
rasping of a®file,” said Prof. J. R. Cravath, 
recognized authority on the illumination of 
rooms, in addressing the illuminating engi- 
neers’ convention at the Congress hotel yes- 
terday. 

Avoid glaring lights. When unscreened 
lamps are placed in a room otherwise ar- 
tistic the effect is as inharmonious as a dis- 
cord in a beautiful piece of music. Further, 
such lights draw human faces into wrinkles 
and bring on premature age of the facial ex- 
pression. 
their beauty should avoid them like a pesti- 
lence, as the glare makes them look like 
frights. 

This takes into no account the strain to 
which it subjects the eyes. Eye strain, ocu- 
lists tell us, is one of the most detrimental 
strains and has been known to cause partial! 
insanity or great depletion of nervous force 
in some extreme cases. 

Beware of colored lights! They will 
give you an attack of melancholy, besides 
make your countenance an unnatura! green. 
yellow, red, or whatever the color is.“ 


CENTER OF INSURGENCY. 


Revolt Against the Old Order of 
Party Politics Impresses 
Observer. 


THE TRIBUNE presents herewith 
the seventh of a series of dispatches 
from a staff correspondent dealing 
with the impression that President 
Taft is making on communities he 
visits and in which he speaks. It is 
the aim that these dispatches shall be 
ebsolutely unbiased. They will be 
prepared after Mr. Taft’s visit in order 
to present the effect on the public 
mind after the people have reflected 
on what the president has said.

Hutchinson, Kas., Sept. 27.—[Special.}— 
Admiration for the personality of the man 
but dissatisfaction with his policies as chief 
magistrate of the nation sum up the attitude 
of the people of this section of Kansas toward 
President Taft, who was here yesterday. 

Republican insurgency is rampant in Kan- 
sas, and here, a little to the south of the 
exact center of the state, this rebellion 
against the old order of party politics is one 
of the first impressions made upon the mind 
of the stranger. Nowhere is the old guard 
of Republican feactionaries in congress 
hated more sincerely and comprehensively 
than in Kansas. Nowhere is the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff bill denounced more bitterly than 
uin Kansas. Nowhere is there greater in- 
terest than In Kansas in the progressive poli- 


regulation made famous by Col. Roosevelt 
than in Kansas. 


Strong Against, Reciprocity. 
In addition to all this, Canadian reciprocity 
met no opposition in the whole country that 
was more vehement than that of the great 
mass of Kansas farmers... In this vicinity the 
wheat raisers were greatly alarmed by the 
prospect of free trade with Canada and were 
correspondingly gratified when the agree- 
ment failed of approval. . . 

The fact that the price of wheat rose 5 cents 
a bushel immediately following the rejection 
of the agreement bs Canada convinced the 
farmers of this section they were justified in 
the fears they had entertained. 

In so far as President Taft's actions have 
clashed with these opinions he apparently 
has suffered in the estimation of the Repub- 
lNeans of this city and its tributary country. 
The majority of the Republicans with whom 
Tue TRIBUNE correspundent talked today 
cited one or more objections to Taft policies. 
Some criticised the president for signing and 
defending the Payne-Aldrich bill. Some 
thought he ought to have signed the wool 
and cotton bills, particularly because he had 
denounced the wool schedule as “ inde- 
fensible,” while others complained of Mr. 
Taft's toleration of Aldrich and Cannon. 


Defenders Numerous in City. 

On the other hand defenders of the president 
are numerous in this city which in the main 
believed in the Canadian commercial treaty. 
These constitute an influental element of the 
population and are the opinion that the 
next year will show a tremendous gain in 
sentiment favorable to Mr. Taft. 

They express the belief that before election 
days rolls around the opposition engendered | 
by the reciprocity bill will have died away. 
Then. if Mr. Taft is able to obtain from con- 
gress a revision of protective duties down- | 
ward. in accordance with the facts furnished 
by the tariff board, it le believed his re- 
election will be assured, 

The president undoubtedly made friends 
during his stay in the city yesterday. The 
regular Republicans declare emphatically he 
made not only friends, but thousands of 
votes in this section of the state by his ap- 
pearance before the people here. 

The progressives deny this quite as em- 
phatically, saying Mr. Taft cha: no 
opinions regarding the big questions of his 
administration. Conservatives and radicals 
seem to agree, however, that the president 
pleased the people immensely by his demo- 
cratic demeanor and infectious good humor. 


Judgment. 

Here; as elsewhere, there is a per- 
centage of progressive Republicans who say 
they do not wish to pass final judgment on 
the president at this time, but believe he is 
entitled to the rtunity which wiil be 
afforded him during the next session of con- 
gress. On the whole, therefore, it would 
seem that he advanced his cause by his pres- 
ence in Hutchinson. 

THe TRIBUNE correspondent talked today 
with scores of residents of Hutchinson and 
vicinity. Without previous knowledge of the 
identity or opinions of the persons ap- 
proached he buttonholed men in the streets, 
entered banks and stores, hotels and restau- 
rants, and asked questions of proprietors 
and employés indiscriminately, 

Of those interviewed there was a mall 
minority of Democrats. Of the Republicans 
the majority were progressives and inclined 
to oppose the Taft policies in varying de- 
grees. .

TALKS AGAIN ON PEACE. 


Great Crowds Greet President in 
Topeka, Atchison, and 
Lea ven wort k.

Leavenworth, Kas., Sept. 27.—President 
Taft ended his rour days’ visit to Kansas here 
tonight and departed for lowa, where he will 
spend two days before again heading for the 
far west. 

Today Mr. Taft visited Topeka, Atchison, 
and Leavenworth, stopping on the way to 
appear on the back platform of his train in 
response to the cheers of throngs at the sta- 


tions. In all he traveled 8&5 miles in 
Kansas and made twenty-two formal 
speeches. He wound up here today with a 
discussion of the tariff, during which he 
again explained his veto and again asserted 
his willingnese to sign any tariff bills that 
might de based upon the forthcoming report 
of the tariff board. 

Mr. Taft expressed himself as delighted 
with his reception in Kansas. The crowds 
which turned out to greet him again took 
rank as the largest he has met on any of his 
various trips through the country. 


Big Reception in Topeka. 

sue climax was reached at Topeka, where 
Mr. Taft faced a throng in the capitol plasa 
in the morning, which the members of his 
party estimated at between 40,000 and 50,000. 
In order that all might see him, the president 
mounted the table which a few moments be- 
fore had held a vase of flowers and a water 
pitcher. The day was intensely hot and a 
scorching sun beat down upon the crowd. 
Mr. Taft discarded his silk hat and spoke 
bareheaded. 

When he appeared at Atchison, however, he 
had laid aside his silk hat and wore a broad 
brimmed Panama. ; 

“I am sincerely grateful to the people of 
Kansas, said the president tonight, not 
only for the warm welcome they extended 
to me as president of the United States but 
for the kindly attention which they gave to 
what I said. I found the intelligent men and 
women of Kansas looking prosperous, 
happy, and contented, and I congratulate 
them on the evidences thereof that abound én 
every side. 

The president's reception in Kansas sur- 
prised some of his most intimate friends and 
supporters. The developments in Iowa dur- 
ing the next two days are awaited with the 
keenest interest. 

The president was surrounded throughout 
today by a host of Kansas politicians. They 
belonged to both factions of the Repubiican 
party. Gov. Stubbs, who is said to be out for 
the senatorial toga now worn by Senator 
Curtis, was in earnest conversation with 
the latter on several occasions. 


Bristow Still Taft’s Guest. 

Senator Bristow, who at Hutchinson yes- 
terday served notice upon Mr. Taft that the 
party war was far from over, continued as 
the president's guest today. There was no 
recurrence, however, of the bitterness which 
closed the semi-centennial celebration at the 
state fair yesterday, and both the president 
and the senator wished each other good luck, 
when they parted company tonight. 

At Topeka the president laid the corner- 
stone of the Memorial building the state of 
Kansas is erecting to the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the presence of so many 
old soldiers in his audience later at the 
capitol plaza led Mr. Taft into a discussion 
of peace and another appeal for popular sup- 
port of the arbitration treaties recently nego- 
tiated with Great Britain and France. 

The president appealed particularly to 
the men who knew the sufferings and 
the cruelty of war to help in bringing about 
a step toward universal peace. 


Curtis Pledges Support to Taft. 

Following the president’s speech, Senator 
Curtis came out in a statement favoring the 
ratification of the arbitration compacts. He 
is the third senator publicly and personally 
to pledge support to the president on me 
treaties since Mr. Taft's trip began. 

The president arrived in Leavenworth at 
4p. m. and remained until 10:35. He made his 
tariff address in the open air and then 
motored to Fort Leavenworth, where he 
briefly addressed the officers attending the 
army service school, and then visited the 
Soldiers’ home.

BY CIVIL SERVICE 


Secretary of State Health 
Board Held to Be Under 
the Merit Law. 


GREAT BENEFIT TO HIM. 


Improbable Commission Will 
Hear Charges Dating Be- 
fore July 1. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Gpringfield, III., Sept. 27.—[{Special.J—Dr. 
James A. Egan, secretary of the state board 
of health, slipped under the protection of the 
civil service today. The Illinois merit board 
was in doubt whether the secretary is right- 
fully entitled to have the “ blanket clause 
ef the merit act thrown around him. They 
Gecided to give the doctor the benefit of the 
doubt. 

The decision is a decided advantage to the 
eecretary because it is improbable the com- 
mission will hear any charges against any 
employé relating to acts committed before 
July 1, when the new civil service act became 
effective. 

A number of prominent medical men 
throughout the state have been attempting 
in vain for several years to obtain the re- 
moval of Dr. Egan. All of their charges are 
ald to refer to alleged sins of omission and 
commission before July 1 last. So it is rea- 
sonably certain the man who has repeatedly 
said he is the state board of health 861 days 
out of each year will remain on the job 
for a considerable period. On the other 
four days of the year the board itself has 


meetings. 


Means New Lease on Position. 

According to the ruling Dr. Egan as a 
member of the board can be removed at 
the pleasure of the governor, but he will 
holé his place as secretary until charges 
are proved against him, or he resigns, or 
dies, or the courts determine he was illegally 
placed under the merit system. 

Dr. Egan in the last three days has given 
the impression that he was not attempting 
to crawl under civil service. He denied that 
Yet when the 
state civil service commission met today its 
records showed that he had filed a plea cov- 
ering several typewritten pages and re- 
ferring to a number of court decisions, opin- 
fons of attorneys, and acts of the legisla- 
ture. In addition there was a long opinion 
dy Charles Alling of Chicago, attorney for 
the board of health. 

Furthermore, President Moulton of the 
merit board said Dr. Egan had stated that 
some one in the attorney general's office had 
given an oral opinion saying the secretary. 
is entitled to civil service protection. 


Informal Notification a Surprise. 

In his letter Dr. Egan says the informal 
notifleation to him that his position is ex- 
empt from civil service came as a great 
surprise. He concludes his letter with this 
statement: 

“ The above is respectfully submitted in the 
hope and expectation that the state civil 
service commission will-reconsider its action 
end restore the secretary of the state board 
of health to the classified service.” 

The secrétary’s main contentions were that 
for one-third of the life of the state board 
of health its secretary had not been a mem- 
ber of the board, that it was not necessary for 
the secretary to be a member, and. therefore, 
his appointment is not exempt undef the pro- 
vision that the appointments made by the 
governor and confirmed by the senate are 
outside of the merit system. : 

“The law creating the board ts involved,” 
said President Moulton in explaining his 


| position. “ It does not provide that the secre- 
tary must be a member of the poard. Then 
considering the interpretation of the act by 
governors and boards of health it is not clear 
whether the secretary must be a member. 
We are here to interpret the civil service act 
as Mberally as possible. Since there is a 
doubt. I would rather be on the side of civil 
service than in taking a position opposed 
to it. 


Board Unanimous on Question. 

The other two members expressed similar 
views. The vote was unanimous. 

Has the board the right to pass upon the 
competency or efficiency of employés when 
the acts upon which the charges are based 
refer to a time before July 1?” Was asked 
President Moulton. 

“The state law says that all at work on 
July 1 shall be placed in the classified serv- 
ice,” he replied. “‘ We could not investigate 
charges of incompetency unless the com- 
plainants are trying to prove the incom- 
petency is shown since the merit law be- 
came effective. 

** Suppose a case where the integrity of the 
employé was involved, was suggested. 


The three commissioners. discussed the 
question a little and were inclined to think 
they would not have the power to investigate 
in that case. They declined to make a defi- 
nite statement, saying they. wanted more 
time to consider the question:

Mr. Beaubien was born in Chicago and 
for many years condueted a private detective 
agency under his name. He retired from 
active business teh years ago. He was known 
to have been suffering from heart disease, 
but owing to his apparent good health his 
death came as a shock to those intimate 
with him. ; 

Mr. Beaubien: Was @ brother to the late 
Alexander Beäübien, Who was said to have 
been the first white child born in Chicago. 
He leaves a widow and four children, Ethel, 
Lola, Sidney, and Alice, and a sister, Mrs. 
S. Fields... The funeral will be tomorrow 
afternoon at the Oakley Street Masonic 
temple, under the direction of the Chicago 
commandery of Knights Templar, of which 


Mr. Beaublen was a member. Interment 
will be at Graceland.

RICHARD JONES, civil war veteran and 
pioneer Chicago resident, died yesterday at 
his daughter's residence, 800 Loomis street.

CHARLES H. BURK, assistant state fac- 
tory inspector died at his home, 6941 Anthony 
avenue, yesterday of acute heart disease.

FUGITIVE LAWYER 
BACK IN CHICAGO 


George C. Lyman Arraigned 
on Embezzling Charge of 
Three Years Ago. 


HONOR: IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Made Acting Vice Consul in Hon- 
duras; Loses Caution; Seized 
in New Orleans. 


— 


After three years as a fugitive from justice, 
during which he was féted in various South 
American capitals, George C. Lyman, for- 
merly a Chicago lawyer, was brought back 
to Chicago yesterday to answer a charge of 
embezzling $4,000 from Dennis McCarthy. He 
was released on bonds signed by J udge Ker- 


sten. 

Lyman, who das deen living under the 
name of George C. Hale since his flight from 
Chicago, brought honor to the name while 
away. A short time ago he was appointed 
acting vice consul in Spanish Honduras. His 
success led him to throw away caution. He 
returned to the United States. 


Identity Learned in South. 

His arrest in New Orleans last Monday 
followed his arrival in this country. Detec- 
tive Sergeants ‘William McGrath. and Mi- 
chael Farrelly brought him back to Chicago. 

Lyman became prominent in business and 
social circles in South America. He recently 
was appointed receiver for a’ Honduras ba- 
nana concern. His whereabouts were un- 
known until about a year ago, when an acci- 
dent to his wife led to the discovery that 
Hale was Liman. -While on board a steamer 
bound for Honduras, she lost her pocketbook 
containing a letter which gave away her iden- 
tity. Lyman could not be extradited, how- 
ever, but the authorities kept him under sur- 
veillance. 

Lyman's first trouble with the authorities 
came in July, 1905, when he was indicted 
on the charge of defrauding three widowed 
sisters out of $21,000 He was found not 
guilty. 


Courtesy of Judge Leads to Flight. 

The confidence of a judge in Lyman was 
responsible for his escape when he fled to 
South America, McCarthy and his attorney 
asked the judge for a warrant for the arrest 
of Lyman on the charge of embezzlement, 
but the Judge, wishing to be courteous toa 
member of the bar, asked the men to wait. 
He called Lyman on the telephone and asked 
him to come to his court, hoping to arrange 
matters without the arrest of the lawyer. 
Lyman promised to come. Instead Lyman 
fied. 

Lyman was known as a manipulator of the 
funds of widows. G. Frank White, a Chicago 
attorney, who died several years ago, left 
in his will a note of warning to his widow 
urging her never to allow Lyman to get hold 
of her money. > 

Mrs. Lyman and their son, Russell, are said 
to be in Chicago with the alleged embezzier. 


THEFT MOTIVE IN SEWER CRIME. 


Brother Identifies Murdered Man— 
Says He Had $300 When He

Salvatore Costanza, who after being miss- 
ing sixteen days was found dead with his 
throat cut in a sewer near Chicago Heights 
Tuesday, was identified by his brother, Jo- 
seph Costanza, 710 Ewing street, yesterday.

$50,000 DUTIES IN TEST CASE 


Machine Company Asks Change 
in Customs Classification. 


COURT A GREAT EDUCATOR.

The present tariff places a 0 per cett ad 
valorem duty on machine tools and 45 per 
cent on “ manufactures of metals. 


Demand Change in Duty. 

The Chicago concern demands that the 
machines, the first of several large ship- 
ments, be admitted under the former classi- 
fication. As each machine costs from §175 
to $225, the difference in duty is a matter of 
around $30 aplece.

Minister of Marine Delcasse 
Hints at Mystery in Destruc- 
tion of Battleship.

Bishop Takes New Tack 
in Methodist Conference. 


BY THE REV. DR. W. B. NORTON. 

OLIET, III., Sept. 27. — [Special.] — Many 
ministers at the Rock River conference 
of the Methodist church, which is in ses- 
sion here, were put upon the anxious seat 
by Bishop J. W. Hamilton, the presiding 


| bishop, when he declared this morning that 


no appointments would be certainly known 
untilthey are read out by him at the close of 
the entire session, 

“I never made a promise concerning an 
appointment but once,” he said, “and that one 
I was sorry for. I do not intend to make any 
more, I am anxious to receive all the advice 
I can get from every source, but I shall not 
be able to use more than half of it, a 

I have never decided on the appointment of 
any one to the positiop of a district superin- 
tendent before the Funday of corfference, so 
that the qualifications of all persons under 
consideration may be fully canvassed,” 

After his address to the conference Bishop 
Hamilton said he had never failed in the last 
twelve years to shake the hand and learn 
the name of all the ministers of all the 
the conferences over which he had presided, 
He then asked the district superintendent to 
take places inside of the chancel rail, As 
each minister came forward his name was 
pronounced by the superintendent of the dis- 
trict of which he was, a member and he was 
introduced‘to the bishop. 

— 

Two visiting bishops were in attendance to- 
day. Bishop E. R. Hendrix, Kansas City, Mo., 
of the Methodist Episcopal church South, and 
Bishop J. L. Neulsen, Omaha, who came, it 
was understood, for the purpose of consulta- 
tion with Bishop Hamilton. Bishop Hendrix 
was present as the representative of his 
branch of the Methodist church to participate 
in the ceremony of the unveiling of the 
monument to the pioneer Methodist preacher, 
the Rev. Jesse Walker. 

Bishop Neulsen’s visit resulted in the depar- 
ture of the Rev. M. B. Williams. pastor of the 
First Methodist church, Elgin, and formerly 
pastor of the First church, Oak Park, for 
Omaha, where he is to consult with the offi- 
cial board ef the First Methodist Episcopal 
church of Omaha. If the arrangements are 
mutually agreeable he will be transferred to 
that church. In event of this transfer, the 
Rev. Frank Lynch, pastor of First church, 
Omaha, will come to the Rock River confer- 
@nce and be stationed at one of the large 
churches, . 

Bishop Hendrix was the chief speaker at the 
unveiling of the Walker monument, which took 
piace in the cemetery at Plainfield, about nine 
miles from Joliet, The monument is a Vermont 


granite bowlder on one side of which is a bronze 


piate bearing the name of the pioneer and his 
wite and a suitable inecription telling of his 
Claim to recognition as the founder of the 
Methodist church in the two great cities of the 
west, Chicago, and St. Louis. It also recites the 
fact that when the Rock River conference met 
in Plainfield in 1850 the ministers of the con- 
ference removed the remains to this spot from 
a pioneer cemetery one mile southwest of the 
present location. Jesse Walker was born in 
1766 and died in 1835. 


— 

„Jesse Walker.“ Bishop Hendrix said, once 
tanned deer skins as another distinguished citi- 
zen of Illinois tanned cow and calf skins for 
a living. Both helped to make this country a 
better place in Which to live by the larger 
work which they did for mankind.” 

“Plainfield has many claims to honor from 
a historical standpoint,” said the Rev. W. M. 
Ewing, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
church of the village, which presented the 
monument to the Rock River conference. The 
first child’ buried in this cemetery was the child 
of the Mr. Clark for whom Clark street in 
Chicago was named. Capt. James Walker, 
whose grave is here, owned the sawmill from 
which the boards were prepared which built 
the first frame house in Chicago. Jesse Walker 
was the first Methodist preacher who ever en- 
tered the bounds of the Rock River confer- 
ence, and, in connection with the Rev. Stephen 
R. Beggs, whose body also lies here, estab- 
lished the first Methodist services in Chicago 
in 1831.”

HEN a4 couple turn from the altar— 

man and wife—Cupid is supposed to 

have done his part of the bargain. He 

does not concern himself further with 

their affairs. They are supposed to 
live happily ever after. In this surmise Cupid 
shows himself to ue 6 wie old ee He 
bas not kept pace with the presen mar- 
riages. He should certainly keep abreast of 
the times, if not à little ahead of them, for 
these are forcible times in the turn of the 
marriage market, The shrewdest speculator 
is liable to overreach himself in conclusions. 
as to how they will turn out. Most profound 
study has been given to every law which gov- 
erns the people—their prosperity and hap- 
piness, But the one great law which deals 
with marriage is outraged oftenest, with im- 
punity, 

It is seldom the working man who offends 
in this respect. When he plights his vow at 
the altar he clings to the object of his choice 
‘till death doth part them.

The wife of many a millionaire never knows 
how long her lease of wedded life and happiness 
is to last. It is such wives who cry out against 
the laxity of laws which govern divorce. They 
pray heaven for a great and glorious change in 
the making of them. There always have been 
and always will be men who are inconstant in 
love, though the marriage tie binds them. Even 
they would hesitate to go through the divorce 
court if the law was such that it took five 
years and the best of reasons to be entitled 
to a decree of divorce. There should be wide- 
spread publicity regarding each and every di- 
vorce. A clause should be attched that they 
should not remarry if they have been proven 
guilty of grave misdemeanor. 

The saddest of all is the severing of home 
tles where there are children looking up into 
the faces of father and mother who are drifting 
apart.. They must needs take sides with one or 
the other. The world’s criticism is cruel for 
them to hear.

SLUMS PRINCIPAL TOPIC. 


Good Roads Congress Adopts 
Resolution Asking Aid of 
Churches. 


“Good housing at reasonable rents for 
wage earners in American cities cannot be 
provided while we continue our present pol- 
icy of taxing buildings at the same rate 
as land, declared Benjamin C. Marsh, sec- 
retary of New York City’s committee on 
congestion of population, yesterday. He 


“ spoke at the internationa] municipal con- 


gress and exposition in the Coliseum. __ 

He condemned the owners of buildings in 
the poorest districts for extorting from their 
tenants such exorbitant rents, and said they 
should be arrested and punished the same as 
any other violator of the law. 

Arthur E. Buchholz, chief of Philadelphia's 
tenement house inspection force, said: 

“Intemperance is caused by bad honsing 
conditions in much the same way as pauper- 
ism. The saloon preaches the lesson of hos- 
pitality. In some of the poor housing dis- 
triets I have inspected almost al Ithe people 
are habitual drunkards, because their blood 
is charged with excess of carbonic oxide, 
caused by bad houses, which the state should 


not permit to exist. 
Action, Not Talk, Urgent Need. 


“tt is senseless to teach people how to 
avoid contamination ff they must live in dark 
rooms and squalid quarters where precaution 
avails nothing.”’ 

Frank R. McDonald, superintendent of cor- 
rections in Minneapolis, argued that libraries, 
lectures, religious instruction, amd night 
schools should be a prominent feature of all 
places of correction and that recreation 
should be provided for the inmates at proper 
intervals. 

Emil Seidel, the Socialist mayor of Milwau- 
kee, spoke on Municipal Socialism,” 
plaining in detail many of his ideas for the 
government of “ a city for the people. 


Talks of Corporations’ “Grabs.” 

“It is a fact that in all the large cities that 
branch of the public service which can be 
made a source of revenue is in the hands of 
the corporations,” he said, “‘ and it is appar- 
ent that they make enormous profits.

Letter from Roosevelt Read. 

At the afternoon session a letter from 
Theodore Roosevelt to President Wallace 
€xpressmg regret at being unable to be pese- 
ent, was read. 

The colonel wrote he believes with all his 
heart in conservation, in ‘the movements 
against child labor and the white slave traffic 
in “‘ every rational movement to promote the 
cause of temperance,’’ in industrial and 
agricultural education, in the movement for 
playgrounds, and far the betterment of 
rural life conditions; in the movement to se- 
eure workmen’s compensation acts; to bet- 
ter tenement house conditions, and most em- 
phatically in something being done carefully 
to investigate the increased cost of living.

Among 
the resolutions was one recommending the 
“bringing together as a department of 
health the various human health activities 
of the United States government as a co- 
crdinate branch of its administrative work.“ 

Another resolution recommended the early 
opening of the coal lands and other resources 
of Alaska, for industrial and commercial 
purposes. on a system of leasing. national 
ownership to be retained pending such de- 
ve.opment of that portion of our territory as 
to permit the creation of states within its 
area; and, as a means of promoting industry 
ard commerce in Alaska, to improve the 
construction of necessary highways, rail- 
ways, and terminal facilities by the national 
rovernment.”

HOYNE COMES TO DEFENSE. 


Asserts Commissioner of Public 
Works Alone Is Affected 
by Measure.

Hyldahl of the Twenty-seventh ward led 
the fight on the proposed ordinance. 
Maclay Hoyne, first assistant corporation 
counsel, defended the ordipance. 


Hoyne Says Council Not Affected. 

“The establishment of this commission 
will only take away powers now held by 
the commissioner of public works,” said 
Mr. Hoyne. ‘‘ As the designing and build- 
ing of a subway i a big problem it should 
be done under the direction of a commission 
of engineers. This ordinance establishes 
such a commission and gives it the power to 
plan a subway system. But before any con- 


struction Work can be done the city council | 


must approve the plans and designate what 
the routes shall be. This ordinance takes 
away no pane now held by the city coun- 


cil.” r

The ruling of an assistant attorney gen- 
eral by which the carefully edited report 
of the vice commission is held nonmailable 


ought not to close this incident. 

Section 211 of the federal criminal code 
of 1909 is a very drastic prohibition cover- 
ing, it would seem, every conceivable case 
within its intention: But that this inten- 
tion ever included official] documents & pre- 


posterous. 

The published edition of the vice report 
discloses its character on its title page. Its 
spousors, the vice commission officially ap- 
pointed by the mayor of the city of Chi- 
cago, are enumerated on the next page, and 
a preface sets forth fully the history, pur- 
poses, and character of the work done by 
the commission and summarised in the 
pages following. 

The scientific character of the volume is 

patent, The responsibility of its publishers 
and the purpose of its distribution, a care- 
fully selective distribution, are obvious. 
The chance that it would be misplaced and 
misused is negligible. 
There is, in short, no reason whatsoever 
in fact why this public document should 
not pass through the mails in the existing 
circumstances. The literal application of 
the statute is stupid, and if it is tried and 
upheld by the court, the section should be 
amended so as to permit all documents of 
such character to be mailed. - There are pas- 
sages of the Bible that come within the lit- 
Is the 
Bible mailable? 

But this ruling does not stand by itself. 
It is one of many rulings by the postoffice 
department which indicate an un-American 
bureaucratic rigidity and stupidity, if dot 
worse. It is a serious sign of social degen- 
eration when a people will not jealously 
guard every liberty of expression and every 
effort at enlightenment. 

The postoffice hitherto has signalized ſit- 
self by ruling out the pamphlets of obscure 
extremists or radical thinkers upon our 
gocial problems. Because these men were 
without infinence and because American 
public opinion has failed to see whither 
such obscure oppressions tend, they have 
had no recourse.

TOILET AND BATH ROOMS. 
HAT room which is most frequently 
up to standard is the bathroom. The 
ho drainage engineers, manufac- 
turers, and workmen have made good. 
I have just read the discussions 
whieh took place in the early nineties, when 
the council was considering an ordinance re- 
quiring that the toilet facilities should be 
moved from the yard to the house. Some 
of the prophecies of contagion and discom- 
fort sound odd now. Yet there was some 
basis for their conjectures, for at that time 
plumbing was not as well done as now, and 
many of the mechanical devices now giving 
results wefe not thought of. And yet this 
goes back only about twenty years. * 

The other phases of house sanitation, In- 
cluding ventilation, should catch up with 
the plumbers in the next twenty years. 

We should be willing to spend as much 
on ventilating our houses as we do on the 
plumbing. It is much more important. 
With this statement no sanitarian will dis- 
agree. It is desirable that the bathrooms 
should get outside air and sunlight. 
those placés Where the toilet rooms do not 
have window lighting, there must be a large 
amount of artificial light. 

Bathrooms must be clean. To turn on 
the light is the surest way to get things 
cleaned. Again, while tiled floors, hard 
finished walls, and enameled tubs are de- 


sirable in a toilet room with outside win- 


dows, they are doubly so when the room has 
no outside light. Whenever standards are 
lowered in one direction, there must be a 
compensating rise in others. The average 
must be maintained.

VEGETARIAN DIE”; CLOTHING 

‘FOR Bors. 

Mra. D. H. W. writes: Do you approve 
of 4 vegetarian (wholly) diet; or is a little 
meat better for growing children as well as 
adults?

REPLY. 

1. Our opinion is that a mixed diet ts better than 
one made up exclusively of vegetables. Children 
and laboring men and women need more meat 
than office workers Meats are rich in proteids 
and in certain fla vors called extractives. People 
who have attdined their growth, or who are not 
doing much muscular work, require but little 
proteld. There are two reasons why children re- 
quire much proteid in proportion to their weight. 
The first ie that they take a great deal of muscular 
exercise and the second is that they are growing. 
If adults who do not do labor would cut 
their meat allowance in Ralf they would be more 
comfortable and be older in years before they be- 
came senile and generally worn out. If the meat 
allowance of the average growing boy were im 
creased 25 per cent he would be stronger and 
thriftier. 

2. Strong. vigorous boys, 18 te 15 years old, do 
not need woolen underwear during win- 


‘ters. Given plenty of food and cpportunity to 


exercise actively, they will make enough heat to 
keep them warm when dressed in ordinary under- 
weer and the average weight of top clothes, “Tt is 
better to put most of the wrapping on the outside, 
as, for instance, in overcoats of different weighta, 
These can be laid aside of changed according to 
the weather. Underwear is not . When 
@ certain weight is put on in the fall it cannot be 


changed when the warm days come or during the 


woolen underwear. 

. The only thing that can be done fe to raise 
some of the windows from below and lower « ‘here 
from the top. If oe of the windows is over a 
radiator it is best to make that ne of the windows 
to be raised.

80 much 
of care has been expended in the breeding 
and kéeping of animals that certain types 
have been much better developed than 8 
the human subject. Tue care and thought 
given to fine animals is much greater than 
‘that given to human beings. There are few 
babies being born except among the poor. 
This is a menace to our government, since 
poor women are usually underfed and in no 
condition to properly care for their children. 
If the men spent the money on their families 
which they now waste on drinking and im- 
morality the mothers would be stronger and 
the race would be healthier.” 


RLT. 

Much of your tion is well taken. The respon- 
sibility for infant mortality must be divided. Dr. 
Hamilton has shown that the infant mortality in- 
creases with the number of children in the family. 
That the. heaviest death rates are among those 
families where there are y children. In Bos- 
ton and in many places in Europe they have adopted 
the policy of helping out the expectant mother with 
good, nutritious food. I think doctors who care 
for children are agreed that about the best way to 
help the baby is to help the mother, However, we 
must not lose sight of the other factors that need 
to be improved, such as better wages for the pro- 
ducing members of the family, cleaner homes, bet- 
ter milk supply, fewer flies, and better understand- 
ing of how to care for a baby.

TUBERCULIN AS A CURE FOR 
CONSUMPTION. 

J. K. writes: So much has been written 
about vaccination against smallpox and ty- 
phoid that I think it about time to bring in 
the idea of the tuberculin vaccine or injec- 
tion as it is properly called. 

„New it is an understood fact that medi- 
cine en into the stomach never cured tu- 
berculdsis: then we know that what a doo- 
tor prescribes is merely a tonic so as to build 
up the system and overcome the germs. 

„% Now then the modern treatment of in- 
jection ia to immunize the ailing body to 
further attack and thus give the patient a 
chance to recover. Does this injection wear 
off in time? What chance has a person to 
recover from the disease? Is there @ better 
treatment? 

REPLY. 

Open Ir treatment of tuberculosis is the proper 
treatment, and you should not get the idea that 
tuberculin or any other serum will take its place. 
However, it is quite generally believed that tu- 
berculin is a valuable aid to open air, and that 
by its use in connection with the open Sir treat- 
ment the chances of cure are materially improved. 
Trudeau has found that there is a further gain 
from using tubereulin in connection with the 
open air treatment, in that the people who have 
had their disease arrested are much more liable 
to remain well. The danger of a recurrence is 
greatly lessened. The estimate of the value of 
tuberculin is that ft improves the chances of per- 
manent cure about 18 to 25 per cent. N is not 
possible to get much advantage from the open air 
treatment without having good nursing and good 
medical supervision, and this is also true of the 
use of tuberculin. ‘ 

I am not able to answer your question as to how 
long the effect of immunizing with tuberculin 
lasts. It wae found in the case of vaccination of 
calves that it was not permanent. ¥ 

The chance of @ person recovering from con- 
sumption would depend upon several things. The 
most important thing id how early is his case, 
Early cases nearly all get well. As time goes 
on the chance of getting well decreases rapidly.

RINCESS LEOPOLDINE HOBEN- 
LOHE, who arrived in America oz 
Tuesday on beard the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II., is the widow of the late Prince 
Egon, a younger brother of that Victor 

of Hohenlohe, Duke of Ratibor and Prince of 
Corvey, who is president of the Imperial 
Automobile club of Germany. She has sev- 
eral grown up children, the eldest of whom, 
his father’s namesake, is connected with the 
department of the interior at Berlin. An- 
other son, Prince Prnest, is a sublieutenant 
in the German navy, and it is for the purpose 
of paying him a visit at his very distant 
station that the princess is traveling so many 
thousand miles from her beautiful home on 
the Starnberg lake in upper Bavaria. 

The princess enjoys the predicate of serene 
highness, is connected with the mediatized 
or formerly petty sovereign houses st Ger- 
many and Austria. whose members are still 
entitled to wed on a footing of equality with 
the now reigning families, is, through her 
marriage, a cousin of the German emperor 
and empress, of the czarina of Russia, and of 
King George, and belongs by birth to the 
great Bohemian feudal and mediatized fam- 
ily of Lobkowitz, which received its title 
of baron of the Holy Roman Empire away 
back in the fourteenth century, that of 


in 1786. 

The Lobkowitzes, by the bye, at one time 
owned the duchy of Sagan, which now be- 
longs to the French Duke of Talleyrand and 
his American wife, formerly Anna Gould, 
or rather, I shouldgsay, to their little boy, 
who is now Duke of Sagan. 

Princess Leopoldine Hohenlohe is the sis- 
ter of the chief of the Lobkowitz family— 
namely: Prince Ferdinand, Duke of Raud- 
nitz, who plays an Important role in Austrian 
polities as a member of the house of lords at 
Vienne. 

India’s premier prince and vassal ruler, 
the Nizam of Hyderabad, who died the other 
day so suddenly, presented a remarkable 
blend of the orient and of the occident. He 
had absorbed, without ever leaving India, 
an extraordinary amount of western culture 
without departing from the customs of the 
east.

Hyderabad, even during the great Indian 
mutiny, remained loyal to England. But 
there was @ time, some twenty-five or thirty 
years ago, when the late nizam was a child, 
when Hyderabad was a source of no end 
of trouble to the British authorities, owing to 
the fact of its being a perfect nest of in- 
trigue.

Henry Laboucheré is mistaken when he al- 
leges in the pages of London Truth that the 
English admiralty makes it a strict rule never 
to give employment to an officer who has lost 
his ship, singling out Capt. Edward Stafford 
Fitzherbert, who has just been appointed 
inspector of contract built ships, in spite of 
his having lost the fine cruiser Bedford off 
the coast of Korea last year, as an exception 
to the practice.

Mauricé Bourke was in command of the 
ii} fated British ironclad Victoria when t 
foundered in the Mediterranean some twenty 
y*ars ago, carrying almost its entire crew of 
600 men to the bottom of the sea. He was in 
command of the Sultan, another fronelad, 
when it ran on an uncharted rock and was 
wrecked near Malta.

Prevent Trio from Reeover- 
ing Kiek if Onside.

With the football season still in its infancy, 
the coaches of the major college tedms ere 
making efforts to develop fast, active back- 
fields with a strong line to protect the backs 
in the execution of intricate plays. 

It must be admitted the most of the men- 
tors are throwing into the discard the big, 
lumbersome backs who used to be in such de- 
mand when the ultimate makeup of a team 
was considered. In fact. the same thing Is 
true of the line. and unless a candidate pos- 
sesses unnatural speed with the combinatian 
of strength and agility, his chances of mak- 
ing good are few. 

The coaches already are taking advantage 
of the change in the penalty for an incom- 
pleted forward pass, and there is every reason 
to believe the forward pass will be used more 
this season than it has at any time since the 
play was introduced. With the penalty call- 
ing for the ball to be put in play at the point 
of the preceding down instead of at the point 
of the pass, coaches and players are certain 
to take more liberties with the forward pass 
than they have at any time since the play 


was adopted. 


No Chances on Forward Pass. 
Under the old rule, when a forward pass 
was incompleted, the ball was brought back 


to the point of the pass and a penalty of a down 
inflicted. As there still remains a, rule which reads 
that a forward pass must be made from a point 
at least five yards back of the line of scrimmage. 
it. is apparent that the penalization for an incom- 
pleted forward pass will bring the ball back at 
léast~sfx to ten yards back of its origina! posétion. 
As there is nothing to lose, under the present rules, 
for the failure to complete a pass, the coaches are 
taking advantage of every possibility within the 
rules to perfect plays by which the forward pass 
will be successful. 

Another play coaches are enthusiastic over is to 
take away the quarter back from his original posi- 
tion and lias him up on a parallel Ln with th» 
backs. in lng away with the quarter it means 
the pass must be made directly from the center 
to the man who is to carry the ball, and the func- 
tion of the quarter back is to be another cog in 
the interference. 

In this connection it must be admitted the quar- 
ter lends leas value to the play in that the differ- 
ent formations have not the deception that they 
would have if the ball were passed through the 
hands ot the quarter first and then was fed to 
some other member of the team whose duty it is to 
make the necessary feints to carry the defensive 
players off guard. 


Penn Tries Freak Play. 

Last yedr Pennsylvania had a play which was 
eien the Umits of the rules, although the rules 
committee enacted a rule which it thought would 
do away with onside kicking. Penn had a clever 
quarter. back, who did all the kicking, and he was 
just as successful pith, either foot. On a certain 
signal the three backs would shift from one side 
of the fleld to the other, and the end on the shift- 
ing side would move over accordifigly. The three 
backs then would line up in such positions that 
they were back of the ball when the quarter, who 
was in hie actual position, kicked the ball after 
receiving it from the center. As the three backs 
were onside when the ball was kicked, they were 
entitled to recover it, and one of the backs was 
delegated to go after the ball, while the other two 
had. been instructed to ward off opponents, who had 
an equal chance at the oval. In the Penn- Michigan 
game the Quakers tried this play while close to 
the goal line but the quarter kicked the ball out 
of bounds before it had touched a player of either

WILD SESSION IN 
NEW YORK STOCKS 


Dealings Largest in Volume 


of Any Day Since “Silent 
Panic” in 1907. 


BREAK FOLLOWS BIG RISE. 


Steel Statement and Better News 
from Morocco Causes of 


Flurry. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER ] 

New York, Sept. 27.—[Special.j—A diser- 
ganized, uncontrollable market today car- 
ried prices violently upward in the first half 
hour of trading and broke them almost as 
abruptly soon afterward. It was a session 
almost without parallel in the history of the 
New York stock exchange in point of volume 
of transactions and total absence of any rec- 
ognized leadership. 

With the appearance in the morning papers 
of the promised ‘“ reassuring statement 2 


of favorable news on the Moroccan situation, 
it was known that the stock market would 
open at an active advance, but it hardly was 
likely that any looked for such a wild scram- 
ble for stocks as ensued when several hun- 
dred brokers tried to execute, simultaneous- 
ly, their telegraphed, cabled, and shert cov- 
ering orders. 


Many Investors Frightened. 


While the trading today was largely profes- 
sional, there was evidence in the enormous total of 
the shares dealt in of a considerable amount of 
real selling by frightened investors. Today's 
transactions, totaling nearly 1,250,000 shares, made 
the largest day's business since March 15, 1907, 
when the so-called silent panic "’ was in progress. 
Steel alone furnished about 700,000 shares in to- 
day's dealings. 

The violent fluctuations to which securities were 
subjected throughout the day are made apparent 
by a glance at the range betwen the high and low 
pointa touched by some of tae »rincipal irsues in 
Wednesday’s sess This difference amounted 
to 8% points in Copper, E. in Smeliera, 5% in 
Atchison, which broke dalow par; 5 in Si Paul, 44 
in Great Northern preferred, 6% in Lehigh Valley, 
8% in Missouri Pacific, 5%. in Reading, 4% in 
Southern Pecific, 6% in Union Pacific, 5% in Steel 
common, 6 in the preferred, and 0% Wabash 
preferred.

St. Paul Leads Rail Slump. 

St. Paul led the railroads in their downward move- 
ment and ended the day with a loss of more than 8 
points. The necessity of liquidating $200,000 of 
Wabash refunding 4s as the result of the calling of 
a loan under which they were deposited broke the 
price of these bonds suddenly from 57 to 47. Rumors 
of ah impending receivership of the Wabash at 
once became current, causing a decline of 3% 
points in the preferred stock for the day. De- 
nials were given these rumors and th bonds re- 
covered halt their loss later in the day. ; 

The weakness in the railroad issues was helped 
by the publication of more unfavorable earnings 
figures. Union Pacific in August suffered a de- 
crease of $728,000 in gross and of more than half 
this amount in net, while Southern Pgtific lost 
$842,000 in gross and $469,000 in net. The Harri- 
man issues suffered also from a recurrence of the 
talk of strike troubles.

JUDGES COMPLAIN QUARTERS 
ARE DIRTY AND INADEQUATE. 


Harrison Street Courtrooms Called the 
Worst in City—New Location Is 


Planned. 


The court rooms on the second floor of the 
rew building occupied by the Harrison street 
police station are characterized as the worst 
court rooms in Chicago by Municipal Judges 
Dolan and Walker, who are now sitting in the 
Harrison street courts.

“The court rooms are totally inadequate 
for the needs of these courts; both are 
smaller than those in the old station, and the 
facilities for handling prisoners are not near- 
ly so good,” said Judge Walker.
